THE    DERIVATION 


OF 


THE    LUCAS    NAME 


The  family  (name)  Lucas  was  a  Sept  (protected  Associate)  of  the  Clan  Lament 
and  therefore  entitled  to  wear  the  tartan  and  clan  badge  of  that  ancient  and  honour- 
able name. 

An  examination  of  the  history  of  the  name  Lamont  would  not  necessarily  be 
coincident  with  Lucas'    interest,  since  the  Lucas  group  probably  joined  with  the  La- 
mont clan  at  some  period  up  to  the  end  of  the  18th.  century. 

However,  after  the  merger  of  interests  Lamont  and  Lucas  fortunes  coincide. 

The  Gaelic  name,   "Mac  Laomainn,"  means  "Son  of  the  Lawman"  and  itself 
descends  from  a  Norse  word  "Lagamadr"  meaning  Lawman. 

The  historical  record  of  the  clan  dates  from  about  1200  AD  and  extends  from 
lands  in  Argyllshire  through  Kilmun  and  Kilfinan,   Inveryne  and  Cowal.    Members  of 
this  clan  have  been  present  to  distinguish  themselves  at  almost  every  one  of  the  Great 
Highland  Battles,  such  as  Culloden,  Flodden,   Dunoon,  and  Philiphaugh. 

Clan  lands  in  Scotland  are  still  owned  by  the  chief  who  is  styled  "Lamont  of 
that  Ilk".    The  clan  is  now  in  Ardlamont,  Argyll  and  the  plant  symbol  is  the  crab  apple.

WHY  DON'T  TEENAGERS  TAKE  THEIR  PARENT' S  ADVICE? 

Most  young  people  will  not  take  advice  from  their  parents.    For  some  strange  reason, 
they  will  accept  and  follow  the  advice  of  professionals,  but  find  it  difficult  to  fall  in  line 
with  suggestions  from  the  most  reliable  source  of  all  —  parents.    Of  course,  there  may  be 
objection  to  my  describing  this  source  as  "most  reliable"  .    However,  I  feel  confident  that, 
generally  speaking,  parents  do  know  what  is  best  for  their  children  and  will  do  their  utmost 
to  impart  the  best  advice.     Nor  do  I  exclude  the  professional;  in  specialized  cases  his 
advice  is  indispensable. 

Parents  tell  us  that  their  advice  goes  in  one  ear  and  out  the  other  and  they  are  right. 
I  am  wondering  why  we  tend  to  listen  to  and  then  quickly  ignore  these  adult  recommendations. 
Perhaps  we  ignore  such  guidance  as  not  being  reliable  or  professional  enough.    But  the  more 
I  think  of  it,  the  more  I  realize  that  in  the  course  of  their  lives  our  parents  met  and  (with 
the  help  of  older  people)  solved  many  of  the  same  problems  which  plague  us  today.    Certainly 
to  become  mature  adults,  we  must  solve  many  issues  ourselves,  but  sometimes  we  do  need 
advice . 

Common  sense  tells  us  that  our  parents  are  far  more  likely  to  be  right  than  we  are.    Yet 
we  set  ourselves  up  as  experts,  ignoring  numerous  reasons  why  young  people  should  heed  their 
parents.    No  argument  that  I  have  heard  justifies  the  fact  that  we  ignore  them.     Perhaps  it 
is  pride  that  makes  us  want  to  do  everything  our  own  way.    But  just  think  how  much  adversity 
could  be  avoided  and  how  much  time  saved  if  we  stopped  being  proud  experts  and  submitted 
our  actions  to  the  directions  of  our  parents.

It  was  Eights  week  in  Oxford  and  there  were  few  places  in  that  venerable  town  where  the 
talk  was  not  of  rowing.

Council  programs,  but  the  entire  extra-curricular  exercises.     I  hope  my  successor 
will  maintain  these  organizations  in  order  that  they  may  become  rooted  in  the  Lucas 
tradition.
